IF  YOU  WOULD  GROW  GOOD  DAHLIAS 

Do  not  let  the  tubers  dry  out  before  planting.  Unpack 
and  cover  with  moist  soil  until  that  time. 

Do  not  plant  until  the  ground  is  warm.  Plants  will 
grow  more  quickly  and  more  sturdily  if  planted 
a  bit  later. 

Spade  two  spades  deep,  using  potato  fertilizer  or  bone 
meal  in  the  lower  half.  Loosen  heavy  ground  with 
sand  or  sifted  coal  ashes. 

Plant  tuber  flat  five  or  six  inches  deep.  Cover  especi¬ 
ally  the  sprout,  with  sand.  Set  stake  near  the 
head  of  tuber  and  fill  in  the  soil.  If  sprout  has 
begun  to  unfold  the  leaves,  fill  to  first  leaf  only. 

Cultivate  twice  a  week  and  as  soon  as  possible  after 
every  rain  until  buds  begin  to  form.  Unimpeded 
growth  means  green  stems  and  a  wealth  of 
bloom.  Hard,  woody  growth  should  be  cut  away. 

Spray  with  Black  Leaf  40  at  regular  intervals.  This 
will  rid  your  plants  of  most  of  the  dahlia  pests. 

When  buds  form,  stop  all  but  light  cultivation.  Fer¬ 
tilize  again  and  disbud  carefully. 

In  dry  weather  water  once  a  week,  soaking  the  ground 
thoroughly  or  not  at  all. 

When  frost  kills  the  plants,  lift  the  clumps  carefully 
with  as  much  soil  as  possible,  turn  upside  down 
to  drain  the  stalks,  and  store  in  boxes  in  the 
vegetable  cellar.  A  small  amount  of  sand  or  light 
soil  may  be  sprinkled  over  the  clumps,  or  the 
boxes  may  be  filled  to  insure  preservation. 

GLADIOLI 

Plant  from  March  to  July  in  full  sunshine  in  the  veg¬ 
etable  garden.  Bone  meal  is  an  excellent  fertiliz¬ 
er;  avoid  all  animal  manures  at  time  of  planting. 
Set  all  bulbs  four  inches  deep  and  cultivate  thor¬ 
oughly  throughout  the  season.
